I he due execution of any deed, power of attorney, or 
other power or instrument in writing made and executed in 
any place in I he United Kingdom or elsewhere in 11 is Majesty's 
Dominions and territories under His Majesty's protection, may, 
subject In all just exceptions, he proved in any civil cause or 

matter hv the acknowledgment of the party so executing the 
same or by the declaration of a subscribing witness thereto 
sworn or made in anv of the following wavs:
